Government. 


Wilmington’s Clean Up starts two days earlier than that of 
the Commonwealth, on April 20th instead of April 22nd. This 
is by decision of the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager. 
Sterling Morris wants to get a two-day ‘‘jump” and then get 
the job over with, because there is so much highway work to 


be done. 


The Annual Chamber of Commerce Clean Up will probably be 


on April 22nd. 


President Bernard Brady will be making an 


announcement shortly, on the date. He expects to call a meet- 
ing of participating organizations for next Thursday in the 


Public Library. 


The idea, Mr. Brady has stated, is to get everything accom- 


plished before the First of May. 


Participating organizations should be on the alert for the 
meeting which is to be called. News of the meeting will appear 


in the next edition of the Town Crier. 
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The Wilmington Highway De- 
partment will be picking up house- 
hold rubbish which is left at the 
curbside. The householder should

The response will not be instan- 
taneous. A dispatcher at the 
Highway Department office will 
collate the calls as received. and 
will try to send trucks out in such

Alleged kidnapper 
held on Charges 


A 30 year old Tewksbury man 
had been charged with Assault and 
Battery with a Dangerous Weapon 
and Kidnapping. in Woburn Court 
by the Wilmington Police.

A 16 
vear old youth was enticed into 
the car, according to the story 
told. and taken to New Hampshire 
in a car, via Route 93. The youth 
was forced down into the bottom 
of the car. so that he could not see 
where he was going. The man who 
did the abducting is said to have 
carried a pistol, and to have 
threatened the youth 

The youth was afterwards re- 
turned to Wilmington, and on the 
return trip was able to see enough 
so that when the story became 
known he was able to describe 
where he had been

“Our leaders are no longer believed,” 
says Jack Anderson, “even when they are tell- 
ing the truth.” 

So the world’s most widely-read newsman 
urges press and public to disregard official 
security; labels, short-circuit what he terms a 
power lust stronger than money and — in 
general — “don't let the government get away 
with lying to you.” 

In past months, Mr. Anderson's column 
(carried daily in more than 700 newspapers) 
has made him a public figure in his own right 

Three months ago, he was in the spot- 
light with his disclosures about secret US. 
moves to help Pakistan fight India. And he's 
followed this up with charges that the Justice 
Department and the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Corp. have been in collusion. 

Mr. Anderson, first as the late Drew Pear: 
son's assistant and now on his own, has for 
decades been the scourge of government of- 
ficials. He unearthed evidence that the late 
Connecticut Senator Thomas Dodd misused 
campaign contributions. He helped gather the 
information which led to the Kefauver Senate 
subcommittee crime probes 

But he departs from the s\ rd muck 
raker's role as he declares that most high 
ranking men in Washington want to do the 
right thing. Their failing? The columnist says

about Vietnam,” Mr. Anderson notes, “but he 
was wrong. Maybe if we had known the real 
facts about the Tonkin Gulf incidents seven 
years ago, WE would have been right. Maybe 
we would have stopped Lyndon Johnson.
